Fugitive Sends a Letter to His 
Mother in Which he Says All 
s is Well and Tells of His 
fg ool Plans, 


New York, Aug, 18—Mrs. Mary 
Capley Thaw recoived about noon 
today a letter from her son, Hara 
ry K. Thaw, who escaped from 
Matteawan asylum for the orim-= 
Inal Insane early yesterday. Thaw 
said he planned to ‘‘take a rest’? 
before going to the Thaw coun- 
try place, Elmhurst,, at Cresson, 
Penn. ; 

The letter was postmarked 
“New York, August 1t7h, 12. p. 
m., Station.0.” Inside a long slip 
was Thaw’s communication writ- 
ten In penoll. It ran as follows: 

“All woll. Shall take a rest be- 
fore going -to Elmhurst as 1” 
might: be asked for “Interviews, 
and_do not wish to. refuse, yet 
don't care to make any statements. 
Hope M. and G., (Mr. and. Mrs, 
Geo, Lauder Carnegje) arrive safo, 
and that you will go home togoth- 
er. (Have sent a short note to the 
Journal.) 
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The fugitive had apparently In- 
tended sending the foregoing by 
telegram, not by night fetter, as {It 
was so marked, but he gave It to 
some one to mall for him. In glv-= 
Ing out the letter, Mrs, Thaw ex- 
plained that {t was her son's hand= 
writing, : ; : , 

Sho added that, sie: didn’t know 
Whero he was today; or when he 
could go to Cresson, 

“However, 1 shall leave New 
York for Elmhurst at 9.26 a.m. 
tomorrow,” she added. 

“Then you think your son re- 
gards himself safe in Pennsyl- 
vania?" she was asked.. 

Iam nota mind reader, smil- 
ed Mrs. Thaw, “but I approve of 
whatever ‘he thinks be&t. The es- 
cape was a complete surprise to 
me, and while a rather high hand- 
ed plece of work, | must say that 
It was exceedingly neat.

The forelky minister said the Mexican

Ing the Mexican goyernment’s attitude, it 
belng assumed in view of Genoral Huerta’s 
note on August 6, in which ho character- 
tzed Mr, Lind as person non grata unless his 
credentials were proper and recognition of 
the Huerta government, that any message 
the ex-governor Drought would be Ignored, 

The newspapers of Mexico Clty betray 
editorially and in their news columns their 
bitterness towards the United States, This 
1s omnphasized by the cartcatures published 
of Mr, Lind, “Uncle Sam” and Dr, Willian 
Bayard ale, but towards ox-Governor Lind 
personally thore 1s manifested a feeling 
that {ts almost friendly, 

Officials Less Optimistic,

St. Hyaecinthe was overrun with the In- 
coming Visitors who came from every point 
of the province, lite streets wer fes- 
tooned with flowers and bunting, — special 
arches of greenery being thrown across at

Best Speech In Years, 

Sir Wilfrid, who gave all evidences of 
having profited by his repose from work 
for several months, made a speech which 
Was pronounced by several of his followers 
as one of the most vigorous and eloquent 
in years, While many of the younger men 
were “washed uot’ by the torrid terapera- 
ture and had in consequence to plod with

tae old days, 

Sir Wilfrid discussed the naval question 
and in sarcasm dealt with what he stated 
to be the incongruous position of the Na- 
tionalist “patriots,” who, falling down he- 
fore the patronage trough had been traitors 
to all their pre-election promises, He mado 
merry at the expense of the conservative 
extremists, whom he declared to be made 
up of the imperlatists on the one side and 
tho Nationalists on the other, 

The Closure. 

Sir Wilfrid also. recalled the importat 
conferences of 1902 and 1909, pointing out 
that the course which he had followed 
therein had been to fight for the preser- 
yatlon of the autonomy of Canada. Ths 
course, he said, had been sanctioned by the 
Canadian parliament without a dissenting 
volee. As to the naval question, said Sir 
Wiltrid, though the Nationalists had begged 
to have only 20 of thelr number elected, 
promising, tn that event, they would soon 
have the “damned” question settled, 1t was 
now a more burning question than ever be- 


fore. 

Sir Wilfrid also scored the closure as a 
death blow dealt at the constitutional lMber- 
ty of the people by the conservatives, whom 
he characterized as the party of the pri- 
vileged classes, as opposed to the masses. 
Ho averred that the polley ofthe conser- 
vutlves tended to the bringing of Canada 
dDack to the days of 75 years ago, when

Hence 
he could not be brought bavk to New 
York on the old murder charge. Ho 
Could not, therefore, be arrested in any

Forced Out of Harvard. 

Marry K,. Thaw of Pittsburg, was 
born in 4874, and In hig® young man- 
hood early became notorious for rapid 
living. At the age of 20 he was forced 
out of Harvard university for playing 
for high stakes at poker. This was in 
1894, and from that year until 4904, he 
toured — Europe, Returning to the 
United States, he entered into a career 
of free Hving and fast spending and 
squandered & small fortune on chorus 
girls. One of these, Bvelyn Nesbilt, he 
married four years later, but so oppos- 
ed was his family to the match that 
when his father died, shortly afterward, 


he was practically disinherilted. Even 
al this time Thaw's mother was his 
foremost thampion, and she arranged 
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matters so well that Thaw reccived a 
share with the olhers in the estate, in 
the forin of a trust fund, which brought 
him an income of $60,000 a year. 

Tha notorious campaign against 
Stanford White, the New York archi- 
tect, centermg around Evelyn Thaw, 
started In 1905, the same year as thal 
in which Thaw had married the Nes- 
bitt girl, and Thaw spent thousands of 
dollars for detectives in this connec- 
lion. The final upshot of the fight 
against While resulted in a fatal shoot- 
ing affray in the Madison Square roof 
garden, June 25, 4906, In which the 
architect was killed, fallen by Thaw’s 
hand, 

'Thaws arrest and trial followed 
very teohnicality In the complex legal 
machinery of tho state was brought into 
motion to save Thaw from the gallows. 
The trial dragged on from February, 
4907 to April of the same year, ovor 
$200,000 being paid by Thaw's friends 
in counsels fees, With such an impos- 
ing array of legal talent, conflicting 
phases of the matter cropped up, and 
a jury disagreement resulted. Another 
trial opened in January 1908, and by 
determined methods Thaw's counsel 
managed. to secure a verdict of Insan- 
ity, Allenists of world-wide fame were 
brought into the case, and the jury fin- 
ally gave a verdicl acquitting Thaw on 
the grounds of insanity. The cost of 
this trial again reached extended fig- 
ures, $150,900 being spent by the 
acouseds friends. ; 

The following month Thaw was 
committed to Matleawan stale hospital 
for the criminal insane by Justice 
Dowling, and the strenuous efforts of 
his friendy having brought the matter 
up again judgment was passed on the 
case by Jugtice Mills in August of the 
samo year, Dut the new judgment only 
confirmed the commitment. Again the 
case was brought before the Judiciary, 
this tlme before Justice Morchauser in 
Poushkeepsie, but for the third time, 
the commitment to the insane asylum 
was made, 

Fortune is Spent. 

The fight for freedom made by Thaw 
cost his ‘mother and his friends a for- 
tune, Thaw's mother herself paid out 
8150,000 in the first proceedings, Over 
$15,000 was spent In hiring detectives 
to seoure evidence {n his favor, while 
$15,000 Is alleged to have been paid td 
keep dark evidence In his disfavor, It 
being affirmed that Clifford W. Hart- 
ridge, Thaw’s counsel pald this: sum, 


“to keep some persons quict.". The 
first trial cost Thaw  $2,00,00, the 
second trial $150,000. Tho first fight 
against the confirmation of the com- 
milment to the asylum cost $65,000; 
the sevond fight $50,000. Thaw’'s main- 
tenance lotalled $30,000 up to Thaw’s 
commitment. ‘Io sum up the grand 
total, it [s~-estimated that Thaw’'s 
mother, to save her son, first from tho 
gallows, then from the prison of the 
criminal insane spent over $4,000,000, 
this money being spent from the time 
he killed White in 1906 up to his final 
commitment to the asylum In 1908. 


Sinoo then other sums have been spent 
in seeking a loophole by which Thaw, 
now 42 years old, could escape the con- 
sequenoes of his aot. As reooently as 
March of this year an attompt was made 
to secure his release under a writ of 
habeas corpus but the proceedings had 
not got very far beforr they were sud- 
denly and unexpeotedly dropped and 
nothing more was heard of the matter 
until this morning's sensational break 
for liberly, a break, which may at last, 
end for Thaw his long imprisonment, 
and for his mother, the grinding bur 
den of years of oostly litigation.

In honor of the aceasion a guard of 
Nonor and an escort were provided by 
two of Calgary’s military units, All the 
i streets leading to the new stores were

spect it in’ detail, The store itself 
was beautifully decorated with bunt- 
ing and flags on the outside and with 
palms and flowers on the inside while

Ollawa, Aug. 18-—The report of 
General Sir Jan . Hamilton, inspector 
generat of the overseas forces, who 
made this summer a comprehensive in- 
spection of the Canadian troops Is now. 
{n the hands of the minister of. militia, 
The report -contains many... important 
recommendations looking to the im- 
provement of the efficiency of the 
Canadian forees, 

Some of the more important recom- 
mendations are an increase jin the-in- 
structional staff of the militia force, 
an increase in -the peace establishment 
of the active militia, 16 days paid train- 
ing for rural, as well as city corps, an 
iterchange between the Canadian per- 
manent force and the British regulars, 
the creation of an adequate war reserve 
and the organization on paper of a re- 
serve militia, 

General Hamilton, in*his comments 
“= .on the force, pays particularly high 
compliment ‘to the Western Canadian 
cavalry, He says: “In the western 
cavalry, the physique of the men {s Just 
right. They ride daringly and well, 
+ hey are as keen as mustard, and their 

* horses, the bronchos of the prairie, 
show blood and stamina, ~ 

“Po make these corps into an ex- 
tremely formidable foree of mounted 
riflemen, it is necessary first that by. 
some means or olher seyeral days pre- 
liminary troop drills should be carried 
out, and that. musketry practice should 
he pushed beyond ils present. element- 
ary point.

The new store. which {fs the finest 
in Canada, occupies a frontage of 250 
feet on one of Calgary's — principal 
business corners. The total fioor 
space occupied by the six storeys is 
32,500 square feet.. The structure is 
ouilt of solid steel with white terra 
cotta facing and, contains every -facil- 
ity known to the modern storz on this 
continent, such as children’s nursery 
and playground, rest room, “Rendez- 
yous” or meeting place, restaurant, 
cafeteria, ete. 

This evening a banquet-is to be held 
at which the managers of all the Hud- 
son's Bay stores in the west are te be 
guests. It. is in the nature of a 
family gathering and the invitation list 
has been restricted to officials of the 
company only, <A feature of this ban- 
quet will be the presence of a num- 
ber of fur traders from the company's 
most accessible posts. 

One of the most interesting incid- 
ents in connection with the opening 
was the hiring of the entire street car 
system of Caigary by the WNudson’s 
Bay company for this afternoon, The 
company had determined — that those 
who came to the opening should travel 
on the municipal railway as its guests 
and’ so the entire system of 65 
cars was engaged for the afternoon. 
The cars all ran’ on’ their regular 
routes, the only difference being that 
no fares were paid in the afternoon, no 
matter in what directiou citizens were 
going. The Hudson's’ Bay company, 
of course, foots the bill.

fantry of rural corps are deserihed ’as 
the old-elass given a fair chance, their 
training being insubfioient. “However 
he deseribes them ag having certain ad= 
vantages over thelr city gorps. Con- 
sequently the bulk of the clly men need 
training in pedestrianism before — thoys 
are fit for long marches, whereas the 
rank and file of the rural corps can 
from the first day cover a great deal of 
ground. Again the rural crops aro quite 
Then — again 
these farm hands are not bothered with 
nerves. Line them up on a ridge and 
shrapnel them heavy for halfan hour 
and they would continua to chew gum, 
hardly realizing that anything special 
{s happening! Here we have a.true 
military virtue and this virtue, at leeast 
Iam convinced myself, Is possessed by 
fie rank and file, and indeed by al) 
ranks of the rural corps."' 

Interesting. suggestions are made ‘as 
to reorganization © of the Instructional 
systems, proposing the abolition of the 
present schools in favor of a system 
Which will bring military education to 
the middleman's door steps. In° this 
connection he suggests {he obtaining of 
non-commissioned instructors from the 
British army." : 

For Adequato Reserve. : 

In connection with the recommen- 
dations for adequate reserve, Sir Ian 
Hamilton states that the most serious 
defictenses ‘are as follows: #84 guns 
and howitzers for the field army, 64 
are under. order ammunition’ for 
same 287 machine guns, 50 are under 
order; 97,000 rifles, 14,000 are under 
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‘the question whether 


order; 140 million rounds — of .smail 
arms ammunition; 15,000 suits of ser- 
vice dress, 100,000 sets of well equip- 
ment, 450,000 entrenching instruments, 
a large amount of harness and saddles. 

London, Aug, 148.—The Morning Post 
in commenting on Ganadian and imper- 
jal ‘defense, supposes that Sir lan 
Hamilton's report means that if the 
“sclentifle paper organization,’ does 
nol hang fire, the Canadian school boys 
will be given’ compulsory — training. 
‘Sf the hoy" it asks, ‘why not the men? 
Scliool training, while very valuable, 
does not create regiments, and {ff Can- 
ada Is satisfied with this sort of thing 
there will be a very rude awakening 
shoul war ever break out, 

“It is a serious’ sign of the time’ it 
adds, “when an officer of such respon- 
sibility as the inspector general mak2s 
such opera-bouffe. recommendations. 
Ht is even more serious than the report 
of the Dominion arsenal," 

With regard to deficiencies in peace 
establishment, he states that the most 
serious are as follows: 48 batteries of 
arillery, 34 ammunition columns, 8 
field troops and companies of engin- 
cers, three iafantry battalions, one in 
fifth and one in sixth divisions, 44 tele- 
graph and wireless detachments, 15 
companies army service corps, 7 fiekl 
ambulances, 

The foregoing deficiencies exist in 
regard to the scheme, which ‘has been 
pursued for some time, of having the 
Canadian army, {if mobilized for war 
organized in fleld~ arms ‘comprising 
seyen mounted brigades, six divisions, 
three mixed brigades, and lines of com- 
munication units, Together with gar- 
rison. troops: for Halifax, Quebee and 
Hsquimajt, The requirements of such 
a war organization are that the 500 
officers snd 148,000 other ranks, thus 
the total lan js for 5,900 officers and 
153,000 crher ranks, 

In-1${2, 3,800 officers and 43,000 
other rénuks recelyved military training, 
so.if mobitizalion of the Canadian army 
had een ordered last. year, it would 
have been necessary to find at short 
notice some 2,100 officers, 410,000 
other ranks from sources ontside the 
militia forees of the country in order 
to complete the field army and garrison 
troops to the war establishment duty 
sanctioned by parliament. 


To’ Replaco Losses, 

General Hamilton further points out 
that, in addition, provision must be 
made to replace losses in the field, and 
that this replacement should be. cal- 
culated at the rate of 50 percent of the 
fleld army per annum, thus’ 2,800 offi- 
oers and over 7,000. other ranks should 
be added to the deficit already shown, 
bringing the total to be met on mobi- 
lization from Outside soarces to 4,900 
officers and more than 180,000. other 
ranks. 

After an Interesting discussion of 
Canada’s part In Imperial and local de- 
fence, General Hamilton discusses: the 
military resources of Ganada, beginning 
with the reserve militia, passing on to 
the aclive militia, and concluding with 
a discussion of the permanent iforca. 
He draws-attention to the existing law 
whereby: all mate citizens, between 18 
and 60 »numbering about,000;000, are 
supposed to be available -by enrollment 
and-ballot:for the defence of the coun- 
try and points out that at present, 
owing to lack of organization this pro~ 
vision is virtually useless, 

To remedy this, no change in the 
existing law is necessary, All that need 
be done {s to revive the old-French and 
English oustom—a oustom as old’ as 
Canada itself—of preparing in peace 
military. muster rolls” of the men 
actually liable. The next step would 
be to Instruct the military authorities 
to base thelr schemes ot war organiza- 
tion for home defence upon these mus- 
ler rolls, 

General Hamilton carefully: explains 
that Uhis does not necessarily entail 
universal manhood training in peace. 
He does, however, urge that boy train- 
ing is necessary, He expresses the 
hope that the present movement for 
training boys may prove sufficient, but 
adds that, “If the movement should, 
from any cause, hang fire, {hen I should 
like. lo: see Canada emulate Australia, 
New Zealand and South Africa in frank- 
ly adopting compulsory training for all 
youths to the age of 418." 

System Is Desoussed. 


Afler an interesting review of. condi- 
tons in the active militla and perman- 
ent forces, General Hamilton discusses 
the Ganadian 
mililia system gives security against 
an attack. “The Task of home  de- 
fence that falls on the active military 
forces, as 1 convelve it, he says, 
“would be (8) to protect the vitals of 
Canada, the chief towns, the arsenals 
and military stores, the ports. on the 
coast-and the mail railway’ system 
against raids, great. or small; (b) to 
delay the enemy's main attack until 
the roserve militia can be assembled 
and be knocked into some kind of mili- 
tary shape," 

After some remarks on the need for 
preparing In peace, Sir Jan Hamilton 
says that since 1910, when Sir John 
French inspected the force, great pro- 
gress has been made in many directions, 
so that another four or five years 
should put Canada quite at her ease as 
to raids} great or small.

When elected, the individual claim.of the private su sc els 
who had handed him campaign funds for the election of Sulzer, the man, would na wa y 
be more personal and more insistent than the public claim of the electors, en masse, who hac 
voted for the principles for which Sulzer, the candidate, stood. nae 
This is the situation in which, to a greater or less extent, every candidate is sooner or 
later placed by the rotten system of politics which has become the rule in both cana and 
United States. Until it is changed by laws which will make the completest publicity with re- 
gard to all campaign contributions necessary, there is no chance of the election of candidates 
who are not secretly pledged and fore-sworn to interests which may be exactly the revels 
of the public interests. In this matter of the publicity of campaign funds, United States an 
several states of the American Union have gone some distance, New York being one of those 
states. But all states so far miss the pcint by failing to make neglect to comply with the 
laws requiring publicity aspenal offence.

Under the terms of the union 
of Austria and Hungary, the latter has 
retained its own parliament and min- 
istry, and {3 practically an independent 
country save in its allegiance to Franz 
Josef. With the emperor’s death there

The aged emperor is just a fraction 
under six fect in height, and of rather 
slight but wiry physique. His person- 
ality Is such that he has often been 
compared to Abraham Lincoln.

Bicentenary of Loulsburg, 
Once American Gibraltar, 

Just two-centuries ago French set- 
tlers from Newfoundland landed on 
Cape Breton and there, on August 18, 
1718, founded the town of Louisburg, 
named in honor of Louis XIV., King 
of France, The site chosen was on 


an almost land-lockxed basin, guarded 


at its entrance by two  promotories 
less than a mile apart, with an island 
in the centre of the narrow channel. 
To Louisburg came Frenchmen from 
Acadie and others from Newfoundland, 
both of which countries had been 
awarded to England that year. The 
French government, perceiving the 
strategic importance of the site, almost 
Immediately commenced fortifications 
on a gigantic scale, and soon Lounis- 
burg became a yeterable Gibraltar, and 
gained the name of “the Dunkirk of 
America,” Under the protection of 
the massive masonry and the frowning 
guns, on ine stretch of shore between 
a desolate wilderness and a dreary sea, 
a town sprang up and became in time 
a gay little city, a religious and mili- 
tary center, a slice of Paris trans- 
ferred to the wilds of the New World, 
Lovely ladies gazed out from their 
casements at swaggering soldiers clad 
in the brilliant uniforms of France, 
Merchant carried on a thriying busi- 
ness, and the. fishermen were well re- 
pald for their labor, The people 
dreamed of a glorious future, when 
Loulsbung should be a great metro- 
polis, the gateway to the vast empire 
of New France. Today, the bicenten- 
ary of the founding of Louisburg,_only 
grass-grown mounds. and crumbling 
masonry mark the site of the once 
“Impregnable’' fortress, tWoulsburg no 
longer echoes to the roar of bat- 
terles and the shrieks of dylng men, 
and only the dull booming of the At- 
lantic disturbs the silence, A sleepy 
little country town now bears the name 
a Loulsburg—a monument to the mut- 
ability and the futility of human 
dreams. q 

For thirty years the French were 
engaged In fortifying Louisburg, and 
millions were spent with the intention 
of making-it the strongest forlres3 in 
Ainerica, The privateers who found 
refuge In ils spacious harbor. threat- 
encd hte existence of Naw England's 
fishing ‘ndustry, and Jn (745 Governor 
Shirley of Massachuselt3 fitted oul a 
fleet to co-operate ~ wlth a Brillsh 
squadron under Commodore Warren, 
and dispatched It to Loulaburg. The 
colonials were commanded by Willlam 
Peppernell, a Kittery merchant. The 
siege was proseculed with energy, but 
in an iregular and unsclentific. manner. 
Aftér forty-nine days Duchambon, the 
French commander, capitulated, and 
Loulsburg fell into the hands of the 
English. In England tho news was 
recelved- with bonfires and illumina- 
tlons, and the first lord of the admir- 
ally docjared that if France were mas- 
tec of Portsmouth,*1, would hang the 
man who should give Gape Breton in 
exchange." ;.. Nevertholess, ) by. the 
Face of Alx. la. Chapolle: In” 1748, 
.oulsburg was restored to Franco, In 
1758 an English fleet under Amherst, 
with the gallant Woffe second In com- 
mand, set out to retako Loulsburg. 

When the British fleet appeared be- 
fore Louisburg the priests called the 
people to gather fn the churelics, and 
the simple peasants and fishermen who 
prayed long.and loud, never doubted 
that the Almighty would send a storm 
to destroy the enemy. Drucour put 
his trust in his guns, and made a gal- 
lant defence, For weeks the land bal- 
terles of Wolfe directed a heavy can- 
nonade against the town, and made 
breaches in the massive walls, Mme. 
Druooor, wife of the commander, an 
amazon among women, was almost 
constantly upon the ramparts, encon- 
raging the soldiers, sometimes. even 
firing the guns. While the scige was 
at ils hottest, General Amhezst sent 
Mmo. Drucour a gift of pineapples, 
and she returned the compliment with 
a basket of wine. In the end Louis- 
burg was reduced to a heap of. runs, 
and was fored to surrender.~ The in- 
habitahtsewere transported to France 
in English ships, and the fortifications 
were ordered to be demolished by the 
British government.

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| THE VEXED. QUESTION OF DANCING 


The year 1913 marks the centenary of 
the waltz. From present Indications :it 
would almost seem that we are ap- 
proaching its death knell. 

No longer do we delght In the gen- 
tle, graceful measures that obtained In 
minuet, cotillon, the dignified quad- 
mniuet, cotillion, the dignified  quad- 
rilla; these have been superceded for 
the time being at least, by a perfect 
orgy of freak dances. | 

First wo had the weird contortlons 
which went to make up what became 
known as tho turkey trot. © It was a 
long time before sane people could re- 
concile themselves to this Innovation 
in the terpsichorcan art; but, curiously 
enough, they did at last, and so on 
the sage and off, in ballrooms, at 
children's. partles even, everyone was 
turkey trotting, 

Next came the sinuous movements 
of the Bunny Hug and the . Grizzly 
Bear. To sca a numbor of dancers 
wriggling, posturing, and grimacing in 
attitudes. which dstinctly Hbelled the 
animals which presumably they were 
meant to portray was to imagine Bed- 
lam let loose. 

Refinement Is certainly not a char- 
acteraltic of most of these new dances, 
if they can be called dances, for they 
consist chiefly of wringling and writh- 
ing in all kinds of ways. 

But dancers who have adopted Am- 
erioan innovations may say ‘If we may 
not ‘Boston’ or ‘Bunny-hug,' or ‘“Nur- 
kuy Trot,’ and if the ‘Tango’ is taboo 
what other dances will you provido 
for us?'" 

There are enthusiasts who aro quite 

prepared to supply an answer, and the 
London Dally Telegraph furnishes us 
with tho autidote in an article on old 
English measures which are being re- 
vived by the Esperance Guild of Mor- 
ris_ dancers, 
Miss Mary Neal, tho hon. secretary 
of thls soclety thinks that the beauties 
of Old English folk~dances are not suf- 
ficlontly recognized, and that some of 
these long neglected measures, to 
whose revival she has devoted unceas- 
Ing attention for a number of years, 
are worthy of a place in any ball- 
room. “During the ‘Shakespear's 
England’ display at Barl's Court last 
year," said Miss Neal, “the boys and 
girls of the guild appeared at sociaty 
dances which were held thero, They 
were able to demonstrate the charm 
of these country dances, and, as a 
matter of fact, Joined In them." 

Miss Neal does not suggest for a 
moment that the morris dance could 
eyor be anything but an open-air dance, 
Inoldentally she remarked that though 
It was generally danced by men, it was 
not exclusively a male dance, as was 
sometimes erroneously supposed. For 
thls statement she was prepared to 
quote an authority, im the person of 
one of the oldest morris dancers, Mr, 
Trafford, of Headington, near Oxford, 
who had told her that In his young 
days there was a morris dance called 
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“How D'ye Do, Sir’—a quaint cnougi: 
name—which was performed ‘by three 
men and three women. The men it 
Is recorded, saluted thelr partners vith 
a “How d’ye.do, miss,"’ and the girls 
returned the greeting with a “How 
d'ye do, sir,’ which simple explanation 
sufMflces to clear up any mystery as to 
the origin of the name. 

“I think these dances are partioular- 
ly sultable for the ball-room;" she ex- 
plained. ‘They are socail and flirta- 
tlous—well, perhaps, that Is hardly the 
‘best description, I mean that they can 
be danced with*a certain amount of 
coquelry and) eleganceand grace, I 
believe if people really understood the 
Playford dances, If they would only 
let us demonstrate thelr attractiveness, 
these old measures would. aweep Kug- 
land, They are all so dainty and so 
pretly, There is no hugging in them, 
though. in some there is kissing, 
Which can, of course, quite easily. be 
omitted.” to

Under tho caption ‘ttave the Bare 
Foot Dancers Revived Classic Ideals?!" 
one writes in a New York paper. 

“And then, turn away from the love- 
ly princess In her wonderful g\ippors 
and look at the slim barefooted aancer. 
Her delicate feet, perfectly shaped, 
exquisitely smooth in, texture, are ag 
expressive as the-hands and as beauti- 
ful, too. Freedom and grace of move- 
ment are multiplied a hundred fold 
when the feet are bare. Compared 
to the shod foot, however charming 
may bo its trappings, the*bare foot of 
the dancing girl give us ‘the glory that

strike breakers, Fourteen were women 
and children’ aiid the privations they 
had suffered were ‘terrible. ‘They had 
had almost nothing to eat and their 
hands, faces and clothing were cut by 
their travels in the wood, 

First they were given the freedom 
of a Nanalmo restaurant, and they 
were looked over by a doctor to see 
that they ‘had no permanent injuries. 
. J. J. Taylor, vice-president, of the 
Miners union ,and a prominent official 
for the British Columbia Federation of 
Labor, is in-Jail, along with John Nay- 
lor, president of the Cumberland un- 
fon. The miners are very sore about 
thelr arrest on, charges of inciting to 
mot, ‘Phere-are signs of a general 
move on the part of the union leaders 
in all the coast cities to call mass meelt- 
ings and commence a public agitation 
for the withdrawal of ‘the militla, ‘Un- 
usual measures are being taken to 
undermine the military and of the cam- 
paign. A call is being sent to all labor 
organizations to take steps to expel 
from their unions all militia men who 
have taken the fleld, 

Asked to Resign. 


The Vancouver street car railways 
union has already demanded that any 
of its members*who now belong to the 
militia shall resign from their regj- 
ment, The strikers called a meeting in 
Nanaimo Saturday, but Cojonel Hall, 
avho is In charge, called it off, Sunday 
morning a mass meeting was held at

~ QUAKERS TAKE SPORT COMMENT _ 


The fact that Freddy Welsh and 
Willie Ritchia are to meet in Van- 
couver on Labor Day for the world’s 
lightwelglt titlé, added to the general 
concensus of opinion that Welsh has 
a royal ohance to take tho coveted 
honor from the American boxer, brings 
to mind tho wonderful olass of the 
lightweights who have held tha fitlo 
duriug the past two decades of boxing 
history, 

No division in the boxing ranks can 
boast of greater class than the light- 
welght brigade. Hven tho pen who 
mover held the title, bul always 
hovered around tts odge of the cham- 
pionship, were, in & measure, unfor- 
tunate in lying during the time when 
such perfortbers as Gans, Nelson and 
Lavinge flourlshed. 

Tho presont holder of tha light- 
welght ¢itlo has had a metoorio false 
in tho boxlng game. Only two yoars 
ago ho was fighting four-round bouts 
In San Franelgco. A 20-round pattld 
with his present opponent, Welsh, in 
which ho lost the decision, first 
brought him to the public gaze. Then 
he went east, ond fad a couple of 
battles, the most Important being a 
six-round no decision affair with Young 

}Erne in Philadelphia, <A long watt 
brought him to the world's title 
through the unfortunate fouling tac- 
tios of Ad Wolgast. Ho has once de- 
fended the title, defeating Mexican 
Joo Myers in 14 rounds, In his battles 
agalnst all four of his great opponents 
ho has shown olass, bul his real {esl 
will bo against tho flashing, brainy 

i mastorslup of ring generalship, Welsh, 

If ho oan defeat Wolsh ho will be 
regardod as a real charapion, HH 
Welsh defeats him tho Brit'sh cham* 
pion will be placed alongalde of Gans 
and Qrno as the cloyeres} man ever 
numbored- in the ranks of 188 pound 
champlons, 

Tho first of the tat Nghtweolght 
champions was Jack MoAullffe, & strong, 
sturdy youngster from Brooklyn, Ms- 
Aulffe fought his way into recognition’ 
in the days of the old skin-tight box- 
Ing matches, and held his title againat 
tho clover Griffe after the Queensberry 
game became popular, Old timers do- 
claro MoAuliffo in his prime could 
have defeated any of the prosent-day 
champions, Dut Li ts doudtful tf ho 
could have matched the olevernoss of 
Gans, the gamonoss of Lavinge, the 
rushing, Irreslslibte pllo driving of 
Nolson, or tho éruel fists af Erno, 

McAuliffe retired, belng the only one 
of the group that left the ring with his 
honors. Then the publio and, press 
handed the title to George Laying, tho 
marvollous Saginaw Kid, (At his 
heaviest Laylnge, a stocky Frenoh 
Canadian, nover welghed more than 1426 
pounds, Built Uke a trim little battle- 
ship, with groat crushing arms, sturdy 
legs, and a bull-like nock, Laylnge, in 
ring costume, looked like a real cham- 
pion. In street clothes: he fooked Ilke 
a boy. from a marblo game, He went 
to England,.and they Jaughod at his 
pretensions | of fighting Dick.,Burga, 
The SaginaWe Kid: looked more like & 
little boy. from the lots, But when 
he: drove hoadlong into Burge tn the 
ring, and taking Dick's bitterest pun- 
ishment, camo back and finally won 
on a knockout in the eighteenth round, 
all England proclalmed ifim a_ real 
champion, 

But the ‘boylsh looking Lavinge de- 
veloped a thirst and a Iiklag for the 
white lights.. Ho finally met Frank 
Erne, a former Buffalo: book-keeper, 
who had been taught the rudiments of 
boxing in an-alley: when lia was a 
newsboy and polished off !In the eym- 
nasiums of. the Y.M.(.A. Erna was 
the highest development of the scien- 
tiflo boxer, a workman-Nke chap who 
went about his task of beating a man 
with an eye opén to every angle of the 
game. ‘When he first met Joo Gans he 
clashed with a man who was his equal 
in skill but at that time his Inferlor In 
brains, Erne deliberately set. out to 
blind Gans, and started by opening 
two deep gashes over tho negro's eyes, 
Round after round Erne deévoted all 
his time to keeping the gashes open 
and the blood flowing into the optics 
of his opponent. Tinally, in ithe 
eleventh: round, Gans, totally blind, 
stood still before the referee, and 
murmured : 

“T'so blind, Mistah 
kainl fight no mo.” 

But when the pair met again the 
negro was al his best. This was In 
Fort Brio, Just over the Canadian lne 
from Buffalo. Gans knocked Erne out 
in the first 90 seconds of fighting, and 
then took his place as perhaps the 
greatest scientiNo boxer and knockout 
Nghter in the history of his division, 
Man after man attempted to wrest

the Sierras for a shadow, Joe Gans 
fought the battle that afterwards, 
Within five ycals, sent him to his grave, 
Evory trick of tho experienced ring- 
ster, every blow of a masler of his 
art, was used by Gans against Nelson, 
bub the Dane came forward round 
after round hig gory features grin- 
ning netted but delerminedly 
through the blood-matted haly that 
streamed own his farelead and aver 
his shaggy gyes, 

‘Nhe teferee said Gang won en a foul 
In the 42nd round Nelson was as 
strong as when he started the battle, 
Whild Gang was exhausted, ie knew 
he had at last met his master, ‘The 
pair quarrelled for almost two years 
through the newspapers, avd again, on 
duly 4th, 1908, Glashed al Gulma, 

Nelson won in 17 rounds, and two 
months later again defeated Gans, this 
time in 21 rounds, For 18 months he 
held the title, the best-beloved of all 
world's champions, Nolson was the 
oddest figure thal ever held a title, A 
chap possessed of boundless ambitions, 
& heart thal was the wonder of the 
tuedioal fraternity, courage thet has 
seldom ever been equalled and never 
surpassed, be wags the. fighter pure and 
simple, He never backed away, Even 
years after he lost his title, when he 
Was nearing the twilight of his ring 
career, he alwaya~faced his opponent 
with the same old magnetic smile and 
fought his battle with the samo old 
headlong dash and rush forward, 

We avrote a book, speculated in real 
estate, establishod a luxurious homo 
for his family, helped his friends, and 
was @ pal who never forgot. When 
he finally passed from tho champion- 
ship olass thero passed the mos. popu- 
lar of the great champiuns and, ac~ 
cording {¢ inany oxperts, the last of 
tne great fighters. Ue lost his title 
standing up, fighting with (ho same 
old dash that had alwaya charactorised 
his oareer, and protesting bitterly 
when a referee stopped tho battle to 
pave hlm from punishment, 

Ils opponont was Ad Wolgast, a 
graduate of the Michigan freight trains, 
Wolgast, undoubtedly a great fighter, 
never was olassed with the popular 
champions, Ho. lacked Nelson's mag- 
natism, and used the old swagger and 
bragging tactics of the water-front 
fighter, He won the title from Nelson 
ma bitter 40-round battle, In which 
Nelson did tho greater part of tho 


forcing and Wolgast the countering, 
All of Wolgast's-later battles, while he 
was champlon. were marked by 


wrangles, and finally, when he lost hig 
tltle, he did ft on what appeared a 
deliberate foul. He fought a fow 
battles’ afterwards, but his passing 
from the Hst of champlong was hailed 
with joy rather than--regret by tho 
great mags of the boxing fraternity. 
Ritchie’ defeated “Wolgast \in 416 
rounds a year ago Jast 4th of July. 
For the first 12 rounds of the battle 
Wolgast appeared to be winning. But 
a formor attack of appondicitis had 
Weakened chim, and a terrific blow in 
{ho stomach, dellvered by Rilchle “in 
the fifteenth round, took away his last 
spark of vitality. In the next round 
Wolgast fouled Ritchie twioe, and the 
tle changed hands on a decision 
which has. never been questioned. 
Now comes Ritchie, ‘and, according 


to many experts, after Ritchie, Freddy] 


Welsh. Ritchle Is a credit to the ring, 
Good looking, well educated, a quiet 
sentloman, he is the very opposite of 
Wolgast. Due to the handling’ of his 
former manager, he has not been what 
might, be termed a popular champion, 
but now that he ig practically direct- 
ing I® own affairs he ‘has shown a 
coriverdable desire to box and slofenu 
his own title regularly, 

Ritchic’s. opponent of Labor Day, 
Freddie Welsh, is another in the line 
of gentlemanly boxers, The British 
champion {ts a well educated little chap, 
careful of his money, a family boy, 
and a youngster whom it is a pleasure 
to meet. He has twice held the oham- 
plonship of the British Empire, winning 
it the last time from Matt Wells, after 
Wells had defeated him on a previous 
Occasion, In his long ring career he 
has beaten such men as Packy Me- 
Farland, Ad Wolgast, Abe Attell and 
many others regarded as top notchers 
of the ring. The only man who has 
ever given him trouble ‘is Packy Mo- 
Farland, and McFarland always faced 
Welsh when the British boxer was it 
least flve pounds Nghter than the 
Chicago man. 

Welsh has been on the trail of the 
championship for years. Ho always 
failed when Nelson wags holder of tho 
litle, Bat Belng tied up with somebody 
else when Freddy was in this country. 
Wolgast always remembered a fearful 
trounoing Welsh had given him in Los 
Angeles, It was a big surprise when 
{he olever Harry Pollok, now manag- 
ing Welsh, finally hooked the present 
champion, Ritchie, for-a battle, «the 
Wiscaores of the American press be- 
lieving that Ritohle would not risk his 
litle against a man who was admit- 
todly the best 20 round boxer In the 
World.
